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REMARKS 

Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the present application in view of 
the reasons that follow. 

I. Status of the Claims and Amendments 

This amendment cancels claims in this application. A detailed listing of all claims 
that are, or were, in the application, irrespective of whether the claims remain under 
examination in the application, is presented, with an appropriate defined status identifier. 
Because these amendments conform the claims to subject matter deemed allowable, as 
discussed in Section II, entry of the amendments is respectfully requested. 

Claims 4, 7, 10, 11, and 13-16 are requested to be canceled without prejudice or 
disclaimer. 

Claims 1,5, and 6 are requested to be amended. Claim 1 is being amended to 
incorporate the subject matter of canceled claims 4 and 7. Claims 5 and 6 are being amended 
to make them dependent on amended clam 1 rather than canceled claim 4. 

Upon entry of the amendments, claims 1, 2, 5, 6, 8, 9, and 12 will be pending and 
subject to examination on the merits. 

II. Outstanding Rejections and Allowable Subject Matter 

The Office Action indicates that claim 12 is allowed and that claim 7 would be 
allowed if rewritten in independent form. 

To expedite prosecution, Applicants have amended the claims to comport with only 
the allowed subject matter. More specifically, claim 1 has been amended to incorporate the 
subject matter of claim 7. Thus, claim 1 should be considered allowable. Because claims 2, 
5, 6, and 8 depend from claim 1, these claims should also be considered allowable. Claims 4, 
7, 10, 11, and 13-16 have been canceled. Thus, the pending claims should all be considered 
allowable.
